Denied Haven In Palestine, 
Jews Scorn Landing In France 


Port-De-Boue, France, July 30 (im­ 
p o rt and C onsular officials looked 
to London today to learn th e next 
move in th e odyssey of som e 4,500 
Jews who were turned back from 
P alestine and refused to land in 
F rance. 
T he refugees, intercepted by th e 
B ritish off Palestine July 18 afte r 
a voyage from Se Ie, F rance, were 
brought to this tiny M editerranean 
port, 30 m iles west of M arseille, yes­ 
terday aboard the B ritish tran sp o rts 
O cean Vigour, Em pire R ival and 
R unnym ede Park. 
B ritish officials on h and for the 
arriv al of the vessels noted w h at, 
they term ed a “collective vote” of 
th e Jew s to rem ain aboard. 
They 
said they would report th e situ atio n 
to London. 
F ren ch au th o rities already ha.d as­ 
serted th a t they would not force 
any Jew's to disem bark, an d one re ­ 
sponsible B ritish official here d e­ 
clared th a t use of violence to clear 
th e ships was unthinkable. 


All th e passengers except six p er­ 
sons in poor h ea lth steadfastly re­ 
m ained on th e three tran sp o rts in 
a sitdow n strike against landing. 
These six—a R om anian Jew, his wife 
and four o th er wom en—w ent ashore 
last night. 
O ne wom an, recovering 
from pneum onia, was borne on a 
stretcher. 
All three ships were reported des­ 
perately low on food supplies.

Jerusalem, July 30 (A3)— Irgun Zvai 
Leumi issued a “com m unique’* today 
asserting that two British sergeants 
whom it kidnapped July 12 had been 
hanged in a forest near N atanya In 
reprisal for the execution of three 
Irgun members at Acre prison yes­ 
terday. 
Shortly after the “com m unique” 
was Issued from Tel AvJv, a police 
source there reported th a t the bodies 
of the two soldiers had been found. 
Official governm ent sources, how­ 
ever, were not im mediately able to 
confirm that the sergeants—Clifford 
M artin and Nervin Paice—had been 
slain. 
In issuing its “communique.*’ Irgun 
Zvai Leumi also disclosed th a t It, 
had received an appeal for clemency 
from Paice* father, but said It had 
been ignored because It should have 
been directed "to those who refused 
clemency" to the executed Irgunists. 
"We cannot do anything about it,” 
Irgun said the elder Paice had been 
told. 
The underground Jewish organiza­ 
tion asserted the Britons, seized at 
Natanya, were tried by a “m ilitary 
court" and convicted on charges of 
"illegal entry into Palestine, being 
members of an illegal B ritish crim ­ 
inal terrorist organization known as 
the British Occupation Force in P al­

START SOON ON 
FRUIT LAB AT 
ARENDTSVILLE 


With specifications for the build­ 
ing expected to be turned over to 
the committee in charge on Thurs­ 
day and with other specifications 
to be ready within the very near 
future, the new fruit laboratory to 
be erected at Arendtsville should 
be underway soon, members of the 
South 
Mountain 
Fruit 
Research 
Laboratory said today. The labora­ 
tory will cost about $40,000. 
Present plans call for construc­ 
tion on the new building to begin 
this fall with the work to be com­ 
pletely probably by next spring. 
The 14 acres of land bought on 
the northwest edge of Arendtsville 
for the laboratory have been put 
in use this year, with the research 
scientist* at the old laboratory- in 
Arendtsville already 
utilizing 
the 
land there for the beginnings of a 
number of experiments to be con­ 
ducted during the period of years. 
The laboratory ground, on the for­ 
mer A. D Sheely property, has 120 
foot frontage on the street and 
then extends back, widening into a 
wedge shape. 
Concrete And Brick 
Of concrete block and steel with 
brick facings, the laboratory- build­ 
ing Will be 67 by 37 4 feet with a 
full basement and one main floor. 
It will have four offices and three 
laboratories on the main floor and 
an office and laboratory in the base­ 
ment. A shop, a meeting room that 
will seat about 75 people, a tem ­ 
perature and humidity control room, 
dark room and 
utility rooms 
also will be conducted inside the 
building. 
In back of the building will be 
six garages, four storage sheds, a 
greenhouse and an 
insectary. All 
will be grouped around a courtyard. 
Directors of the South Mountain 
Laboratory corporation include M. E. 
Knouse, president; Robert C. Lott, 
secretary; Harvey B Raffensperger, 
treasurer. R. C. McDonald, Galen 
Gates and Russell Shaw. 
Growers Provide Funds 
The corporation was set up by 
fruit growers throughout Adams, 
York and Franklin counties in order 
to provide better facilities tor the 
laboratory staff and thus provide 
for more far reaching experiments 
than could be carried out in the 
present building. 
The fruit growers are putting up 
the money for the building and land 
and will be repaid in the form of 
rental over a period of years by 
State college. When the $40,000 is 
paid off the building, land, etc., will 
revert to State college. 
The present laboratory is a former 
school building now owned by Mrs 
R. C. Walton, Biglerville. It was a 
township school which was replaced 
when Arendtsville set up its school 
system and built its present struc­ 
tures. The laboratory has been jam ­ 
med into the small present building 
for over two decades. 


Livestock Prices 
Reach New Highs 


Substantial 
advances 
in 
grain 
prices, coupled with increased farm 
labor costs and unexpectedly heavy 
onsumer demand for red meat has 
sent Pennsylvania livestock prices 
to a record high of 320 per cent of 
1909-1914 levels, State Secretary of 
Agriculture Miles Horst announced 
today. 
Federal-State surveys revealed an 
advance of 19 points in the index of 
prices received by farmers for meat 
animats, (rem 301 to 320, consider­ 
ing 1909-1914 average as IOO. Dairy 
products dropped one pplnt while 
poultry and eggs advanced seven 
points, holding the index of all live­ 
stock and livestock produced to 260, 
an increase of five points for the 
period, Secretary Horst pointed out. 
Tile index of prices for all farm 
products advanced seven points to 
260. 
Crops advanced 13 points to ap 
index of 261.

MORE MACHINES 
BEING USED 


Increased mechanization of Penn­ 
sylvania farms to assist in overcom­ 
ing the high cost and shortage of 
skilled farm labor was reported to­ 
day by Miles Horst, State Secretary 
of Agriculture. 
As an outstanding example, he 
cited recent Federal-State surveys 
that disclosed a substantial advance 
in the use of combination harvest­ 
ing and threshing machines th at 
operate in ripened fields of small 
grains, compared with pre-war use 
of such machines which are known 
as "combines." 
More Combines In Uae 
In 1938 only six per cent of the 
1,019,000 acres of wheat grown th at 
year in Pennsylvania was harvested 
with combines; 92 per cent was h ar­ 
vested with binders and the sheaves 
carried to a threshing machine at 
the barn or in the field. By 1945 
combines were used to harvest and 
thresh 35 per cent of the 932,000 
acres of wheat, nearly all of it being 
cut and threshed as standing grain. 
The remaining 65 per cent was 
threshed in the old-fashioned type 
of machine or was cut and fed to 
livestock without being threshed. 
Similarly, there is increased use of 
combines to 
harvest and 
thresh 
other small grains in a single op­ 
eration. In 1938 only four per cent 
of the oats crop in Pennsylvania was 
harvested with combines. In 1945 
this method accounted for the har­ 
vesting of 30 per cent. According to 
available records, combines in 1945 
were used on 40 per cent of the 
Pennsylvania barley acreage, 30 per 
cent of the rye and 29 per cent of 
the buckwheat. 


COUNTY'S FARM 
PRICES REMAIN 
AT HIGH LEVEL 


Adams county's farm prices are 
beginning to level off, the quarterly 
chart of sales recorded in the coun­ 
ty shows, but farm prices in the 
upper end continue to be among the 
highest in the county. 
One 
Hamilton 
township 
farm 
brought the highest price of any 
farm sold in the county during the 
three-month period from April I to 
June 30. with the purchaser giving 
$145 per acre for the property. 
Tile lowest price was $44 an acre 
for a Liberty township farm and the 
largest number of sales, six. was in 
Mount Pleasant township. Tile larg­ 
est number of acres sold. 440, was iii 
Straban township. 
Average Price $80 
There were 45 sales recorded dur­ 
ing the three months, totaling 3.598 
acres. The average sized farm sold 
was 80 acres and the average price 
per farm was $6,427. making the 
average price $80 per acre which is 
slightly more than $1 less per acre 
than the average for January I to 
March 31, but $11 higher than for 
the same period. April I to June 
30. a year ago and $34 above the 
average for the same period in 1942. 
Nearly one half the sal es, 21 of 


them, were financed in whole or 
in part by mortgages which amount­ 
ed to an average of nearly 70 per 
cent of the purchase price. 
The 24 cash sales averaged $75 per 
acre and the 21 properties on wiiich 
mortgages 
were 
placed 
to 
help 
finance the purchase averaged $87 
per acre. The average debt was $61 
per acre. Six of the properties were 
mortgaged for the entire amount, 
and the sales avaraged $112 per acre. 
The ll mortgaged for over 50 per 
cent of the purchase price were j 
bought for an average of $80 per 
acre, with the average debt $48 per I 
acre and tile four mortgaged for less 
than 50 per cent were brought at an 
average of $72 per acre, witli an 
average debt of $26 per acre. 
More Bargaining 
Observers 
checking 
the 
chart 
pointed out today that there is some 
leveling 
off 
in 
the 
prices paid 
throughout the county and that 
there is more bargaining on the 
part of buyers. Where a few months 
ago buyers were willing to pay the 
first price named, now there is a 
greater tendency on the part of 
many buyers to attem pt to push the 
price down before buying. There is 
a greater feeling, too, that the peak 
in prices has been reached, the farm 
experts point out, adding that In 
some cases owners lost money in 
selling their farms. Iii one case dur­ 
ing the three months an owner who 
had held a property for less than a 
year sold it for $2,500 less than the 
amount he had originally paid for it.
